Interpreting The New* 
US Keeping Treaty 
Obligations in Viet

The State 
D epartm ent 
said 
Friday that the United States 
is acting in Viet Nam in ful­ 
fillment 
of treaty obligations 
and 
under 
the 
right of col­ 
lective 
self-defense recognized 
in the U.N. Charter. 
This was the response of a 
State 
D epartm ent 
spokesman 
when asked for the legal basis 
for U.S. m ilitary action in Viet 
Nam. 
The 
spokesman 
said 
South 
Viet Nam “ is the victim of an 
arm ed attack from the North", 
and “ the United States and a 
num ber of other countries have 
responded to South Viet N am ’s 
request for assistance in m eet­ 
ing this aggression." 
“ Together, we are engaged in 
collective self-defense," he said. 
Dem ocratic Sens. J. W. Ful- 
bright of Arkansas and Wayne 
Morse of Oregon have raised in 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee hearings the question of 
the legal basis for U.S. involve­ 
m ent in Viet Nam. 
Asked about this, White House 
press secretary Bill D. Moyers 
declined 
to 
discuss 
legalities 
and referred newsmen to the 
State 
D epartm ent, 
specifically 
to Leonard C. Meeker, depart­ 
ment legal adviser. 
After conferring with Meeker, 
State D epartm ent press officer 
Robert J. McCloskey issued a 
statem ent on the departm ent’s 
assessm ent of the legal position, 
under international law. 
The departm ent said the self- 
defense right is recognized in 
Article 51 of the U.N. C harter, 
which says: 
“ Nothing in the 
present C harter shall im pair the 
inherent right of an individual 
or collective self-defense if an 
arm ed attack occurs against a 
m em ber of the United N ations." 
The statem ent cited also the 
Southeast Asia Treaty’s Article 
4, Paragraph 1, which says: 
"E ach 
party 
recognizes 
that 
aggression by m eans of arm ed 
attack in the treaty area against 
any. . . state or territory which 
the parties by unanimous agree­ 
ment m ay hereafter designate, 
would endanger its own peace 
and safety, and agrees that it 
will in the event act to meet the 
common danger in accordance 
with its constitutional process­ 
es."

The United States is a party 
to the SEATO treaty and Viet 
Nam, although not a party, was 
nam ed by agreem ent of the par­ 
ties as within the scope of Arti­ 
cle 4. 
“ The United States considers 
that the arm ed attack on the 
Republic 
of 
Viet 
Nam 
has 
brought into play the obligations 
of the United States under Arti­ 
cle 4," the departm ent said. 
“This is an obligation which 
rests upon each party to the 
treaty individually. It exists re­ 
gardless of the actions of other 
parties to the treaty and is not 
dependent upon any collective 
decision 
among 
them , 
unani­ 
mous or otherwise. 
"Thus, our actions in Viet 
Nam are in fulfillment of obli­ 
gations undertaken in the South­ 
east 
Asia 
collective 
defense 
treaty and are an exercise of 
the right of collective self-de­ 
fense 
inherent under 
interna­ 
tional law and recognized by the 
C harter of the United Nations."
